My lalhcr was chairman of the 
history department at. the tjiiivernity 
nf Chicago and I won working on the 
literary pnge of a big newspaper In 
Chicago, writing occasional short 
stories and enjoying an average 
American life. 

His appointment as American Am- 
bassador to Germany came as a tre- 
mendous surprise to all of us. We 
left Chicago In July. 1033, for Oer- 
many. 

1 found myself the next moment 
In the mo.',i. lul.Ti-ptlhg International 
society of Europe. In a position of 




wliusc meaning and Importance 
had not the slightest notion. 




1 don'L mind conre.^lng that 1 was 
dazzled and that my dasalement 
lasted for months. 

Below the Surface 
JjUT I stayed four and a half years. 

I learned to know the men and 
women, the leaders and the simple 
folk over the whole country. 

1 know the good Impressions one 
Inevitably carries away hut I know 
how these good things were effected, 
at what cost to the lives and spirits 
of human beings After almost Ave 
years one Is bound to penetrate 
below the surface. 

1 discovered that many of the 
leaders of the Nazi movement were 
not Idealists, but ruthless oppor- 
tunists, prompted by the Instinct of 
self-preservation, endangering the 
peace of the world and the pros- 
perity and happiness or millions of 
people.

1 lound oui that espionage and 
terror arc not words to be thrown 
lightly about In a fashionable draw- 
ing-room but words that drnln the 
blood from the heart of a man.

In a low months the clouds began 
to gn llier and the air to darken for 
me. A month after I arrived I wit- 
nessed a scene of brutality against 
a Gentile woman because Df her re- 
lations with a Jew, which left a last- 
ing Impression on mo. though I tried 
to minimise It In the face of the good 
I thought was being done. 

Tlds led me to question the re- 
marks and propaganda, unknown as 
such to me. I had so glibly accepted 
I looked further and asked more 
questions. 

What I shall attempt to describe Is 
by no means the last, word or the 
fullest, but IL Is a sincere effort lo 
analyse conditions in a country I love 
and whose people I feel close to, 
where the talk and thought of war 
arc as food and drink and whose 
destiny Is vitally connected with our 
own. 

Cannon Before Gutter 
\yni?N I left Germany a few 
months ago the fear and tension 
of the population had reached a 
high pitch 

Hitler, after having exhausted ihe 
working people and middle classes by 
taxes, lowering standard of living 
and Insufficient wage now begins a 
cautious campaign t«> exploit Ihe 
rich. 

industrialists talk and complain 
openly to people they trust of heavier 
and heavier taxeS, of burdensome 
subsidies fur export trade, of the 
growing lack of raw materials Tor 
their factories, of the expensive and 
uneconomic Four Year Plan by which 



the German nation hopes In a few 
years to develop substitutes for all 
raw materials II now Imports — thus 
becoming completely self-sufficient. 

These businessmen and industrial- 
ists are caught up In the vortex of an 
economy expressed In the memorable 
phrase, "ft i3 better to have cannon 
limn butter." 

They realise that If heavy Industry 
—arms for the most part — atop* or 
appreciably decreases they will have 
again the terrible problem of unem- 
ployment. 

And they also know that a huge 
war machine cannot remain Idle mid 




unused. But they are busier now 
than ever before and they still make 
their profits 

They do not want war because they 
are afraid, whether victors or van. 
qulshed. or the economic bankruptcy 
that Inevitably follows. Yet they do 
tiot. want too many restrictions. 

They want a sane Conservative 
Government that will attempt no 
rash experiments, 

They hope against hope that Hitler 
cuii keep frightening ' the other 
nations of the world to do his will 
wltbtnlt war; yel they realise that 
war Is already raging and thai Eng- 
land. Prance, and Russia are not pre- 
paring formidable armies and air 
forces for the fun of It 

Forbidden ro Mourn 

THOUGH the news In the German 
Press of the Spanish war Ls 
utterly perverted the common man 
never! heless understands that after 
two years the end Is not yet In sight 
Unlike Mussolini. Hitler has not 
announced through Press and propa- 
ganda Germany's pari in ihl? Irattlc 
struggle. 

But the news leaks out from all 
sorts of sources, and there Is not a 
man or woman In Germany wtiu tloes 
not know his country Is deeply In- 
volved, not so much In men but In 
arms and ammunition. 

Occasionally a mother or sister or 
other relative will receive a curl note 
telling of the death of a loved one, 
killed for the Kalhrrland In Spain. 

They are forbidden to mourn or 
to lei] their friends They do mourn 
and they do tell ihelr friends 

A woman in heavy mourning nier 
a friend of mine, by arrangement, in 
the park. Through her weeping my 
friend heard the painful questions. 
"What was he doing in Spain ? When 
he left he told me he was going to

My friend explained to her that 
this excuse Is often the only one 
the leaders can use.
